C. of C. Christmas 
Plans Underway 


Meeting Monday Night, 7:30 


City Council members played to a packed house Tuesday 
night when residents living in the areas of the proposed street 
improvements came enmasse to voice their opinions on the sub¬ 
ject of installation of curbs, gutters and paving of certain street 
sections. Views expressed by the citizens ranged from those of 
hearty approval to equally robust protests against increased street 
assesments and the possible threat to the rural atmosphere of 
Sierra Madre. As a result of the protests, City Council members 
postponed action on the projects until Nov. 23, the date of the 
next regular Council meeting. 

The street sections under consideration are: Ramona Ave. 
from Park to Hermosa; Fairview Ave. from Michillinda to a point 
approximately 150 feet east of Sunnyside; Carter Ave. from Lima 
to the Wistaria Vine entrance and a small section of upper 
Michillinda Blvd. Estimated cost of the work on the above proj¬ 
ects is $27,456. 

Among the numerous pro¬ 
tests received orally and by 
letter was one from David F. 
Nelson, 340 W. Carter, who said: 
"This is an inopportune time 
to improve this section of Car¬ 
ter as heavy trucks are using 
it in the work of building the 
debris basins.” 

J. E. Spencer III protested the 
improvement in the Fairview 
area because the work would 
necessitate the removal of a 
tree said to be one of the fin¬ 
est in Sierra Madre and be¬ 
cause modern streets would de¬ 
stroy the rural atmosphere of 
the neighborhood. 

G. F. Carter told the Coun¬ 
cil that he bought his home on 
Fairview because there were 
no curbs and that if the street 
was changed into a modern 
streamlined design, he would 
sell his property and move else¬ 
where. 

Speaking in favor of the pro¬ 
posed improvements were Paul 
D. Kline, 249 Ramona; T. G. 
Albright, 272 Ramona; Mel 
Bowman, 655 Fairview; George 
Karr, 665 Fairview; Ralph Va¬ 
lencia, 654 Fairview; R. L. 
Douglass, and Mrs. Florence 
Byrd. A. J. Valmossoi who was 
present in the audience, with¬ 
drew his written letter of pro¬ 
test filed earlier. 

In the meantime hearings on 
the proposed street improve¬ 
ments will be continued at a 
meeting to be held in City Hall 
Monday night, Nov. 15 at 7:30. 

Due to the legal expiration 
of time in which action should 
be completed, decision must be 
reached at the next regular 
meeting of the City Council, 
Nov. 23, Councilman Charles 
James pointed out. 

Parking District 

Negotiations for the acquisi¬ 
tion of the three parcels of land 
essential to the completion of 
the Parking District met a tem¬ 
porary stalemate when it was 
revealed that the total pur¬ 
chase price and incidental costs 
of the land exceeds by approxi¬ 
mately $10,000, the original 
estimate, City Attorney Guy 
Cornyn reported. 

The asking price of the Pe¬ 
ters lot in the rear of the City 
Hall is quoted as $16,500; the 
cost of the Woehler property is 
$18,000 and the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric’s present demand is $17,000 
for the lot, plus $2500 for the 
building. Based on these fig¬ 
ures, the cost of the properties 
totals $54,000. To this cost must 
be added engineering, legal 
and improvement expenses 
amounting to at least $3300. 

Attorney Cornyn suggested 
several avenues of action to be 
pursued: one—the City or other 
interested persons can assume 
the additional cost; two—nego¬ 
tiations can be undertaken 
with the owners of the parcels 
for £ reduction in the price; 
three — condemnation proceed - 
ings can be started for their 
acquisition. 

Cornyn advised, however, that 
an official appraisal of the 
property should be made in or¬ 
der to provide a definite basis 
for either negotiation or con¬ 
demnation. 

City Administrator Bevington 
was authorized by the Council 
to hire an appraiser to provide 
the necessary information 
which will be presented at a 
forthcoming meeting.

Almost Causes 
Death of Boy

A 19 - year - old automobile 
that was only 15 minutes new 
to its youthful owner almost 
cost the life of a friend Sun¬ 
day even though the car was 
standing still. 

Thomas Lamb, 16 this Sat¬ 
urday, of 696 Ramona Ave., 
was helping renovate the car 
belonging to Robert Vis, 15, 
immediately after the old auto¬ 
mobile was delivered to Vis’ 
home at 32 Park Ave. Finding 
a broken window on the pass¬ 
enger’s side of the front seat, 
Lamb attempted to break away 
the remaining glass by slam¬ 
ming his hand to it. The mus¬ 
cles and tendons of his right 
arm were slashed to the bone 
from his wrist to his elbow. 

According to surgeons at St. 
Luke Hospital, Lamb’s life was 
saved through the combined 
action of Mrs. Irene Vis, her 
neighbor, Mrs. Mary Myers, 
and Police Officer A1 Mazzuca. 
Officer Mazzuca rushed Lamb 
to the hospital instead of wait¬ 
ing for the ambulance, called 
by Mrs. Vis, to arrive. 

Mrs. Myers, riding in the po¬ 
lice car, used her hands in 
place of a tourniquet to stop 
the flow of blood which 
amounted to more than three 
pints. Lamb, who has been hos¬ 
pitalized for several days, had 
50 stitches taken in his arm, 
but is said to be recovering.

Born in Helena, Montana, he 
came to California in 1907 just 
after the San Francisco earth¬ 
quake. During World War I he 
flew the old “Jennies” for the 
Signal Corps in California, and 
later became a ranger in the 
National Park Service in Yo- 
semite and Sequoia. In 1946 he 
decided he was “tired and re¬ 
tired," but. at present shows 
no signs of being either. 

Known to many in Sierra 
Madre as “Old Man of the 
Mountain,” he also has the sec¬ 
ond nickname of “Junior.” Al¬ 
though he has no explanation 
for either, the first may be be¬ 
cause of his wisdom in the 
ways of the outdoor world, and 
the second because of being 61 
years young.

While 
Miller has offered to help any¬ 
one join a party of “River Rats” 
few people, so far, have ex¬ 
pressed the desire to go along 
on such an exepedition. 

Rapids in Plywood Boats 

Not all trips are by boat, 
however. During a safari in 
Southeastern Utah to the 
Needles and Chesler Park area, 
Miller and his eight jeep-riding 
companions traveled near the 
junction of the Green and Colo¬ 
rado Rivers where practically 
every one of the camera-carry¬ 
ing explorers discovered Indian 
relics hundreds of years old. 
But in July of last year the 20- 
day journey through Marble 
Canyon and Grand Canyon was 
definitely only for those who 
can take the rapids. Four 16- 
foot plywood rowboats were 
used, three persons to a boat, 
on a route from Lee’s Ferry to 
Pierce’s Landing on Lake Mead 
in Arizona. 

A lot of geology can be 
learned that way. In fact, so 
much education is mixed with 
their adventures that many 
“River Rats" discover a ten¬ 
dency to dust off their history 
and geography books before 
and after their river voyages. 

Miller’s love for such “vaca¬ 
tions” fits his background. 


wilderness of Idaho in the 
beautiful Indian Creek country 
man group that formed in the 
after its members arrived there 
by plane. Loading aboard two 
rubber boats, the party trav¬ 
eled Middle Fork of the Sal¬ 
mon River fotr 100 miles to the 
main Salmon River through 
some of the most rugged and 
dramatic scenery in the world. 

It is in this area that the 
State of Idaho has refused 
buildings or construction of 
any kind in order to keep the 
country as wild as nature will 
have it.

Mends Boat With Shirt 

In a previous trip, begun last 
June at Mexican Hat, Utah, 
Miller traveled in a party of 
20 in six wooden boats on a 
200-mile route that included 
the San Juan and Colorado 
Rivers through Glenn Canyon, 
Utah, to Lee's Ferry, Arizona. 
Although Miller describes the 
waters of the San Juan as be¬ 
ing quite smooth, it was there 
that his boat “clobbered a rock” 
and capsized. Camera equip¬ 
ment, including 500 feet of 
color film, was lost, but Miller 
emerged unharmed, stuffed an 
old" shirt into the hole that had 
been ripped in the boat, and 
finished the trip.

There is a long, long trail a- 
winding in the land of Merrill 
Miller’s dreams and the best 
part of it is—he does more 
than dream about it. He goes 
there. 

Miller, who has lived in Si¬ 
erra Madre since 1935, belongs 
to an elite organization that 
has a title almost as long as 
its membership list of 30 per¬ 
sons. Known as “The Royal 
Order of River Rats of the 
Colorado River of the Mexican 
Hat Expeditions,” the club 
never has to worry about be¬ 
ing too crowded by applicants 
because of the rugged, ad¬ 
venturous traveling required to 
make a person eligible. 

Listed in directories as a 
“elk” at the Arcadia Feed and 
Seed store, Miller has packed 
his 61 years with so much ad¬ 
venturing that one can’t help 
but wonder how he ever has 
the time to be a "elk” in any 
business at all. Part of the an¬ 
swer has to do with his happy 
habit of taking several vaca¬ 
tions every year—an arrange¬ 
ment which, all by itself, is 
enough to stir the envy of al¬ 
most anyone. 

Travel Remote Country 

Much of the trail that Miller 
has followed has been a route 
of rivers through red-marble 
canyons so remote that few 
men have ever seen them. Last

Saving damage to 
property more than pays for 
the newer fire fighting tools.

CANCER IN MEN 

ROY O. GILBERT. M.D. 

Los Angeles County 
Health Officer 

It is one of the tragic weak¬ 
nesses of man that if his car 
develops the slightest ping he 
can hardly wait to describe the 
trouble to a competent me¬ 
chanic, yet if his body develops 
a “ping” (the only model he 
will ever have) he is inclined 
to scoff at the idea of seeking 
medical advice. 

Men in general seem less in¬ 
clined than women to seek 
medical attention promptly. 
This is especially true where 
the complaint seems trivial, 
and many of the early symp¬ 
toms of cancer are of this kind. 

It is a misfortune that the 
early symptoms of cancer are 
not dramatic, often being no 
more than a slight discomfort 
afer eating, a slight distaste 
for meat, or the development 
of spots—sore or otherwise- 
in the mouth. The real he-man 
is inclined to scoff at these 
“mild” disorders. 

For one thing, he knows thal 
not every such symptom means 
cancer and, in addition, many 
men have the false conviction 
that cancer is a woman’s dis¬ 
ease. This is untrue, of course, 
as is evidenced in cancer of 
the lung. 

Where cancer is concerned 
this form of procrastination is 
as fatal.a foible as a man can 
have—and perhaps his last one.

For with this disease the sole 
chance of survival depends on 
his ability to recognize symp¬ 
toms early and to seek medical 
attention as promptly as the 
earliest symptoms are suspect¬ 
ed. In lung cancer it is pref¬ 
erable to detect the disease 
BEFORE the symptoms occur. 

It is estimated that for every 
month a person delays seeking 
medical care after the first sign 
of cancer appears, the chances 
of being cured decrease by 10 
to 20 per cent. When one con¬ 
siders that many types of can¬ 
cer allow only a 50 per cent 
chance of survival even with 
the most prompt medical at¬ 
tention—a delay of two or three 
months is a form of suicide. 

Men dislike concerning them 
selves with what seems trivial 
and unimportant, and they also 
dislike having people think 
that they are afraid. They do 
not even want their doctor to 
know that they are are afraid 
of cancer. 

But any disease which will 
take a toll of about 83,000 men 
during the next 12 months is 
something to guard against. 
Twelve months of fierce fight¬ 
ing in Korea resulted in far 
fewer deaths than cancer 
claimed during the same pe¬ 
riod. 

In this matter men should 
be prudent, and should exhibit 
the same caution and wisdom 
with which they handle their 
business affairs. If you are 
suspicious of cancer it is far 
better to go to a doctor and 
learn that you do not have it, 
than to wait until pain forces 
you to one after it is too late 
to treat the disease.

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HOUSING ACT OF 1954 BY 

Albert M. Cole, Administrator, 
Housing and 
Home Finance Agency 

(Guest Columnist for Repre¬ 
sentative Edgar W. Heistand.) 

Since your Congressman, Ed¬ 
gar W. Heistand, is a member 
of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee, under 
whose consideration comes the 
matter of housing, I am glad 
to submit this “guest column” 
at his request. 

The Housing Act of 1954 en¬ 
acted into law by the 83rd Con¬ 
gress and signed by President 
Eisenhower will mean more 
and better homes for more 
American families and will 
mark the turning point in the 
battle of our cities against 
slums and blight. 

The basic philosophy of this 
Act joins together for the first 
time three primary forces: (1) 
the eradication of slums in the 
United States and the rede¬ 
velopment of the land upon 
which these slums have rotted; 

(2) public housing to provide 
homes for Americans with 
minimum income until they 
can acquire homes of their 
own at prices they can afford; 

(3) ample federally insured 
credit to stimulate the build¬ 
ing of more than 1,000,000 new 
homes a year and the rehabili¬ 
tation of existing but still 
sound homes.

This new Housing Act is the 
product of a partnership 
among government, private in¬ 
dustry, and the representatives 
of all segments of our society. 
They together designed the Act 
as a simultaneous attack on 
all fronts of the housing prob¬ 
lem—a problem which cannot 
be brought under control in a 
piece-meal fashion.

Avoid trouble 
with them by planting early 
or covering new plants with 
wire. Water and feed Ranuncu¬ 
lus as you would annuals. 

Ranunculus bulbs sometimes 
carry over a virus infection 
from year to year, causing dis¬ 
torted growth. Garden authori¬ 
ties therefore recommend that 
new bulbs be planted each 
year.

TRY ANNUALS FOR 
BULB BED "COLOR COVER" 

To have color in bulb beds 
before the bulbs themselves 
come up, plant low growing 
annuals over the bulbs. You 
can do this by hand-casting 
seed on the smoothed-over sur¬ 
face of the beds and, in the 
case of some annuals, by 
planting seedlings from nurse 
ry flats 

Pointing out that such 
ground covers should be low 
growing, so as not to dominate 
the bulbs later on, the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Nurse¬ 
rymen recommends the follow¬ 
ing as generally good-: Virgini¬ 
an Stock, Linaria, Nefophila 
(or Baby Blue Eyes), Angallis, 


Baby Primrose, Aslyssum Car¬ 
pet of Snow or the All-Ameri¬ 
can Alyssum for 1954, Purple 
Alyssum Royal Carpet. Pansies 
and Violas often can be util¬ 
ized also. 

The compact Virginian Stock 
—different from regular cut 
flower stock that grows two or 
three feet high—will provide 
a mass of pastel tones and 
bloom in about 12 weeks. Li¬ 
naria in the variety called 
Fairy Primrose is profuse in 
habit of bloom. Nemesia Dwarf 
Giants are good, since they 
grow only about eight inches 
high and are tidy of habit. 
Consider Tom Thump varieties 
of Dwarf Flowering Viscaria 
also. 

Candytuft, Virginiaan Stock, 


Scarlet Flax and Baby Blue 
Eyes are a few plants that will 
blend well. Baby Blue Eyes al¬ 
so goes well with Yellow 
Trumpet, Daffodils, and Vir¬ 
ginian Stock does nicely with 
light-colored Daffodils. 

With taller growing bulbs, 
such as Dutch Iris, you might 
try Godetia, Clarkia, Scarlet 
Flax and Larkspur. 

When casting seed, pulver¬ 
ize the soil well and sprinkle 
the seed lightly. As in the case 
of a newly sown lawn, the seed 
bed should have careful water¬ 
ing. Keep the soil moist until 
germination has occurred. If 
the annuals become too pro¬ 
fuse, they should be thinned 
out. However, by mixing the 
seed with sand or perolite, in 


ratios that your nurseryman 
can recommend, you will auto¬ 
matically spread the seed out 
and probably avoid having to 
“thin out” later on. 

Remember, even if it is too 
cool in your locale, to get re¬ 
sults from a ground cover of 
annuals during December to 
February, they will very defi¬ 
nitely give you color in late 
February or March.
